Limantour’s plan of national reforms is said to be unac- 
ceptable to the rebel junta, which will be-contented with nothing less 
than the complete abdication of President Diaz. The rebels fear more 
restrictive measures through Limantour than those brought into exist- 
ence when the individual guarantees were suspended two days ago in 
the Mexican Congress. To stave off both alternatives they propose to 


keep Limantour from reaching Mexico City as long as possible and 
there having a conference with Diaz.

IRON ORE SUPPLY GOING FAST. 


Washington Official Estimates Sup- 
ply in United States Will Be Com- 
pletely Exhausted by 1940. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
PHILADELPHIA, March 17.—Speak- 
ing on the conservation of fron, Dr. 
Allerton S. Cushman, director of the 
Bureau of International Research at 
Washington, declared at the Franklin 
Institute last night that at the pres- 
ent rate of production the iron supply 
of the United States will be exhausted 
in thirty years. 

Not only_is the production threat- 
ened, according to Dr. Cushman, but 
the fron and stee] now in use is rapid- 
ly deteriorating under the influence of 
corrosion or rust, and it is absolutely 
essential, he deciared, that some means 
of protection be found to assure to the 
world the use of iron tn the future. 

From 5,000,000 tons in 1870, Dr. Cush- 
man stated, the production of iron in 
this country had increased to 566,000,000 
tons in 1910. The per capita produc- 
tion of pig iron in the United States 
has increased more than 1000 per cent. 
since 1850, according to the scientist. 

“If the average rate of Inerease by 
decades should be continued,” he said, 
“it would require the production in 
the next th decades of 6,088,000,000 
tons of ore. ut the ore supply now 
available in the United States is es- 


timated at 4.788,000,000 tons, which is

PROGRESS ON PANAMA CANAL. 


Interesting Statistics Made Public 
at Washington Showing How Big 
Ditch Is Rushing to Completion. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, March 17.—The ex- 
cavation in the central division of the 
Panama canal, including the great 
Culebra cut and the Chagres section, 
during February was the greatest on 
record, being 1,409,338 cubic yards. 
Altogether in that “division 71,033,522 
yards have been excavated, leaving 
26,091,496 yards to be removed. 

In the Atiantic division the total 
excavation was 574,199 yards and in 
the Pacific Jivision 709,217 yards. 

Taking the canal as a whole, up to 
}March 1, there had been taken out 
131,829,436 yards, leaving to be exca- 
vated 60,708,330 yards. 

The canal at the Pacific entrance is 
completed from deep water to a point 
opposite the Panama railroad wharf 
at Balboa, a distance of about five 
miles. Inland from this point the 
open water. channel extends three 
mites, varying from thirty feet to 
forty-five feet in depth and certain 


sections have been excavated to its 
final width of 500 feet. 
In the Atlantic entrance to the 


canal, the channel is completed to its 
full width of 500 feet. ere remains 
to be taken out of this section, 30,600,- 
000 yards earth and 43,800,000 of 
rock, so the earth excavation ia 66 per 
cent. and the rock 59 per cent. com- 
pleted. 

Excavation in the big Gatun lock 
is .practically completed and about % 
per cent. of the concrete is in place. 
The Gatun dam, the greatest in the
